Fifteen 
to 15 1 hand mules which they bad 
bought thousands of three and four 
years ago at $60 to $80, they found had 
risen to $100 to $120 for the majority 
of them, and more for others. Instead 
of buying a common class to "cut the 
average" of prices they have gone the 
market one better and even bought 
choicer oBes, some buyers reaebing out 
for extra beav;, weight and hair in 
their purchases and paying up as high 
as $135 to $150.
